WHY STUDENTS FAIL 
Home-coming college boys, not able 
to meet the requirements, give rise to 
the question, what causes the college 
student to be dropped out, or be kick­ 
ed out, of his c la sse s? »Obviously, be­ 
cause he has failed to keep up with 
his studies. 
But 
he entered college 
presumably fitted 
for 
the work of 
higher education. 
Are the courses too 
stiff and too great a departure from 
his high school or preparatory school 
training? 
Or are there other causes 
for 
failure? 
asks 
The 
Harrisburg 
Telegragh. 
Professor Delton 
D, 
Howard, 
of 
Northwestern U niversity, has done a 
little investigation along this line and 
finds the following six reasons for the 
failure of the college student: 
Too little sleep. 
Too much play. 
N ot enough study. 
Too much leis­ 
ure. 
Fast eating. 
Diversified think­ 
ing. 
In other words, college students 
who cannot stand the 
pace are not 
defeated by the fundamental require­ 
ments of I .gher education but by the 
superfluities. 
Critics of the colleges 
and * universities 
have 
protested 
against the too abundant leisure, the 
fast living and the emphasis placed 
on 
athletics. 
Professor 
Howard’s 
findings seem to bear witness to the 
validity of these criticisms. 
It is not 
the sludy that flunks the student, but 
the lack of study plus the diversions 
that have grown up around the col­ 
lege man and the college community 
of today. 
Education has been defined as be­ 
ing the process of training man to be 
intelligent, useful and 
agreeable to 
his fallows. 
The misuse1 of leisure, 
the Meakdown of bodily vigor, and 
the careless attitude toward study de­ 
feat Aho purposes of education as de­ 
fined above. 
The 
young 
men and 
wonnffl of our colleges and universi­ 
ties, *who soon will face that critical 
period of the year when the records 
are scanned and the Dean speaks his 
brief but final word, may well ana­ 
lyze their own efforts in the light of 
the root causes of failure outlined in 
this article. 
They may well heed the 
advice that they are in college to 
form the right habit of work and rec- 
r eat ion. studying and thinking. Leave 
these things out and there is nothing 
left worth boasting about, nor worth 
the cost to 
society 
of 
m aintaining 
school* of higher learning.— H arris­ 
burg Telegraph.
